Drought conditions are ‘ becoming 
serious” in the greater portion of the 
state, the weather bureau weekly 
report on crop conditions in Penn­ 
sylvania stated today. 
Local showers in a few south­ 
western counties brought relief to 
some very dry regions. 
"Corn Is still mostly in a healthy 
condition.’' the report stated, "but 
is growing very slowly. Good rains 
would put the crop in fine condition. I 
W inter wheat is beginning to need j 
moisture, but its condition to date j 
is not unfavorable. 
"Oats is generally suffering se­ 
verely from the drought, and it is 
believed th at a large portion of the 
crop 
has 
been 
damaged 
beyond 
recovery, 
"Pastures and meadows are ap­ 
parently suffering more from the 
drought than anything else except­ 
ing oats. C attle have been removed 
from the pastures in some regions, 
and the grass seems to be dorm ant. 
Clover and tim othy are short and 
thin, and much of the first crop is

The witness, A J Wiltse, operator 
of a printing firm at Ann Arbor, 
Michigan, denounced the act and its 
adm inistration as "class legislation" 
of the type th a t caused the •’down­ 
fall of the Roman and Greek re­ 
publics." 
"W hen you finally organize all 
workers into one big union, you 
won't be the bosser here anymore.” 
the grim -faced witness said. point­ 
ing at senators. 
They'll bt* the 
bosses. 
They’ll rule you with the 
same tyranny they are trying to 
use on us " 
WiUse testified that, when his em ­ 
ployes formed an independent union 
to qualify under a Michigan state 
labor law, this action resulted in 
him being charged w ith violating 
the federal act. 
Chairm an Thom as (D -U tah) h alt­ 
ed Wiltse at one point to ask if he 
believed in collective bargaining. 
•’I don't believe 
th a t 
collective 
bargaining is the be-all and end-all 
in labor relations," the witness re­ 
plied 
"I think individual bargain­ 
ing is just as im portant." 
The witness said th at if congress 
were fair it Would require th at em ­ 
ployers 
not 
discrim inate 
against 
non-union workers, just as the labor 
act prohibits discrim ination against 
union workers. 
"Just because a man has a union 
card in his pocket does not give 
him any more constitutional rights," 
the business m an declared.

FOR EXPEDITION 


Washington, June 7 (AP).—Rear 
Admiral Richard E. Byrd told a 
house 
subcommittee, 
its 
records 
showed today, that he believed much 
of the Antarctic falls within the 
scope of the Monroe doctrine, thus 
binding the United States to resist 
European encroachment there. 
Testifying in support of $340,000 
appropriation for the government’s 
projected expedition to substantiate 
United States claims to about 1,- 
000,000 square miles of south Polar 
wastes, Byrd said: 
‘‘T hat peninsula which is called 
Palmer land, northernmost land of 
the Antarctic, is nothing more nor 
less than an extension of South 
America. 
•‘It is only about 575 nautical miles 
from the tip of South America to 
Palmer land, and so this land falls 
naturally within the scope of the 
Monroe doctrine, as also should, in 
my opinion, most of Antartica that 
lies within the western hemisphere.” 
He said that in "half a dozen 
nations” there is activity in connec­ 
tion with exploration and claiming 
of land in the Antarctic. 
Representative Wood rum (D-Va), 
acting chairman of the subcommit­ 
tee. said he understood Byrd would 
head the forthcoming expedition. 
Byrd 
testified 
the 
exepdition 
would cost about $1,000,000, explain­ 
ing 
additional 
funds 
would 
be 
sought from congress later. 
He said he was raising about $100,- 
000 privately and would donate the 
ship in which he made his previous 
journeys to the Antarctic, the Bark­ 
entine Bear of Oakland. 
Richard P. Black, of the Interior 
department, told the subcommittee 
the expedition probably would sail 
about October I and might return 
in six and one-half months.

U. S. OFFICIALS 
READY TO GREET 
BRITISH RULERS 


Niagara Falls, N. Y.. June 7 (AP) 
— Armed forces of two nations 
smiled across the international bor­ 
der today In a joint mission of peace 
— protection of King George VI. who 
will make history tonight as the first 
reigning British monarch ever to set 
foot on United States soil. 
Soldiers of the regular Army, Na­ 
tional Guardsmen and police of the 
United States eagerly awaited the 
task to be turned over to them by 
Canadian troops and constabulary 
when the King and Queen Elizabeth 
class the 
border, unfortified 
for 
more than a century. 
Weeks of preparation have pre­ 
ceded the entry ceremony, expected 
to last scarcely five minutes. 
Its 
climax will be a welcome extended 
by Secretary of State Cordell Hull. 
After a brief visit in Niagara Falls, 
Ontario, ending the first phase of 
then’ tour of Canada, the royal 
couple will ride their blue and silver 
train across Whirlpool Rapids bridge 
and stop under a train shed in time- 
grimed Suspension Bridge station. 
Tile sovereigns will descend and 
be greeted by Sir Ronald Lindsay, 
British ambassador to the United 
States, who will present Secretary 
Hull and Mrs. Hull in a ceremony 
scheduled for 9:35 p. rn., E.S.T. The 
royal party and Secretary Hull’s re­ 
ception committee then will entrain 
J for Washington, D. C. 
1 
At the middle of the bridge United 
States Army men will "take over” 
protection of the royal route. 
Unofficial instructions to United 
States citizens wishing to see the : 
King and Queen advised them to 
cross the border into Canada and 
see the royal procession through the 
streets of Niagara Falls, Ontario. 
The actual reception of the royal 
visit will occur in a polished and 
refurnished private room in the old : 
station. 
The room has been fur- ! 
nished with smart new furniture. I 
Its walls and those of the station 
have been hung with flags and bunt­ 
ing of the two nations. 


Two regiments of the New York 
National Guard have been detailed to 
stations along the route from here 
through Buffalo to the Pennsylvania 
state line. City and state police are 
assigned to supplementary posts. 
Railroad officials o r d e r e d all 
switches spiked to avoid any pos­ 
sibility of an interruption or mishap 
during passage of the train. 
A shift in railroad jurisdiction will 
be accomplished in Buffalo where 
locomotives of the New York Central 
railroad will be uncoupled and those 
of the Pennsylvania lines attached 
for the trip to Baltimore and Wash­ 
ington. 
Railroad officials Issued a blanket 
order to all trainmen .who will be 
employed in the switching of the 
royal train: 
"Don’t disturb the K i n g and 
Queen!”
